But “the responsibil- 
ity for securing Congressional sanction is 
largely on;President Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle.

There will: be sharp criticism in Congress of 
the Secretary’s action, but he will not be im- 
peached or even censured.

A 
large number of Democratic Congressmen 
are thankful enough that the administration 
has taken from them the necessity of going 
on record for or against bonds.

WALL STREET FAVORABLY AFFECTED 


News of the Bond Issue Has a Tendency 
to Enhance Values. 

New York, Jan. 17.—[Special.]—Secretary 
Carlisle’s action was taken too ‘ate in the day 
to affect the markets except by anticipation. 
All day Wall street had been supplied with re- 
ports from Washington which foreshadowed 
something of the kind. The markets 
broadened under this influence,| au 
purchases, especially in securities, re 
flected a greatly improved feeling 
The policy of offering bonds at a premiur 
met at first with some adverse comment 
which was quickly overthrowu, when various 
bankers and capitalists expressed the opinior 
that the loan would be suscribed several times 
over in the form in which it had been offered 
and that within a month after their issue the 
bonds would sell at 120.

Pierport Morgan got the credit of 
the offer, as he has _ visited Wash- 
ington quite often since the operations of 
the Teasury became a matter of general 
concern. No confirmatory information of 
the reported offer could be had at his office. 
Opinion about it among financiers was that 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. would make a hand- 
some profit on quick sales of the bonds if

demanded by the Treasury, that it would dis- 
courage small subscribers and prevent 4 pop- 
ular loan, vanished before the general con- 
viction that in whatever form, a loan might 
be issued in this country it would reach 
investors only through financial houses.

OHIOAGO MAY SEOURE AN ARMED 
GUARDIAN FOR ITS ‘HARBOR. 


Bill Introduced in Congress by Chairman. 


Cammings of the Naval Committee 
Providing for a Crusier for Those 
States Which Have ReservesDifficulty 
in Bringing Any of the Government’s 
Big Boats Through the Welland Canal— 
Vessel May Be Built at Calumet Yards. 


It beginge to look us if Chicago were to be 
protected by a real man-of-war. To be sure 
the city, one of the most impcrtant ports of 
the country, enjoys occasioral visits—when 
the lake is smooth—from the Michigan and 
the Andy Johnson. Then, too, the battleship 
Illinois is to be moved up to the Lake-Front 
next sprmg. But the newly organized Illinvis 
Naval Reserve is ambitious for a real warship. 
This organization was in a state of great ex- 
ultation yesterday over a bit of news in the 
shape of a letter from Congressman J. Frank 
Aldrich. 

Congressman Aldrich’s letter said that a 
bill had been introduced in Congress by 
Chairman Cummings of the Naval committee, 
providing, in brief, that any State which has 
a naval militia shall befurnished witha steam 
man-of-war upon the application of the Gov- 
ernor of that State. This bill, Mr. Aldrich 
thought, would undoubtedly pass this session 
of Congress. This was Chairman Cummings’ 
Opinion also, he said. go 

Lieutenant-Commander Shaffner of the 
Naval Reserve was much pleased over the 
letter. 

*“*Have you communicated with Gov, Alt- 
geld?’ he was asked. 

‘*No,” he replied, “but I have not the 
slightest doubt as to his action in the matter. 
When we call on him for the petition he un- 
doubtedly will be only too glad to furnish it.

With the 
present eguipment to defend us we would “be 
almost helpless, and no choice wouldbe left 
us but to surrender. Many persons at first 
blush are inclined to think lightly of the pos- 
sibility of such danger, but what reason is 
there why we should not accept the protection 
a cruiser would give us if itis offered? Look- 
ing at the matter calmly there is no earthly 
reason why this port and the great city should 
not be a favorite point of attack for the Brit- 
ishers in case we shoulg go to war with En- 
gland for any reason whatsoever, 


What the Treaty Provides. 


‘‘ At present there isa treaty between the 
United States and Canada which’ provides ex- 
plicitly that not more than one man-of-war 
shall be kept on the lakes. I think Canada 
has abrogated that treaty by putting on these 
three vessels, which it claims are'to protect its 
fisheries alone. One provision of the treaty 
is that if an additional number of vessels be 
placed on the lakes a notice of six months 
should be given by either government. Can- 
ada has given no such notice. _ And therefore 
it is held by many whoare good authorities 
in diplomatic matters that by such action or 
non-action Canada already has _ virtually 
broken the arrangement. In that case there 
is nothing {nthe way of the United States 
Government placing ,men-of-war at Chicago 
and other ports aloug the lakes,”’ 

“(Cf what use would a man-of-war be in 
times of peace?” 

‘In summer it would be used for 
cruising, giving the men practice in navi- 
gation, ete. During the winter it would be 
utilized for target practice, drilling for the 
crew, and -officers’ quarters. I think I voice 
the sentiment of many Chicagoans that a 
good man-of-war would give the city addi- 
tional prestige and would make us ‘feel safer 
than we do now.” 

Mr. Aldrich must have been thinking of 


some other vessel than the Chicago when he 


wrote, for the’vessel will not go through the 
Welland Canal. Its dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Displacement, 4,500 tons; length, 
$15 feet; extreme beam, 48 feet; mean 
draft, 19 feet. For that matter none of the 
United States cruisers can pass through the 
Welland Canal. If Uncle Sam intends to 
give Chicago a man-of-war the easiest way is 
to have it built at the Seuth Chicago yards, as 
one of the Naval Reserve officers suggested 
yesterday. Or, it is suggested, the ship could 
be built of a size to fit the canal.

WasHineron, D, C., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
Vain search has been made through the Ha- 
waiian d ents sent to Congress for Minis- 
ter Willis! instructions in regard to sheltering 
Queen Lil, either at the legation or on one of 
the warships. No set of the instructions bear- 
ing Secretary Gresham’s naine which has 
been transmitted to'Congress have any refer- 
ence to the subject. Nevertheless Minister 


Willis in hie dispatches specifically refers to 
his offer to the Queen and of the assurance he 
gave her that it was by the direction of the 


President that the hospitality of the legation 
or of the warships was extended her. The ad- 


ministration has shown so much duplicity in 
ite Hawaiian dealings that fresh disclosures 
sarprise no one. Nevertheless there is a very 
strong desire to know how the President and 
Secretary of State explain this circumstance. 
it puts the President.and the Secretary of 
State in a worse light than ever. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, which is investigating Hawaiian affairs, 
resumed ite work this morning, the only wit- 
ness being Lieutenant-Commander Swin- 
burnié, who gave testimony in common with 
other naval officers concerning the importance 
of the Hawaiian Islands from a commercial 
and strategic point of view and then detailed 
the events attending the revolution. He was 
cautioned that “great prudence must 
be exercised by both officers and‘ men, 
and no action ‘taken that is not 
fully-warranted by the condition of affairs 
and by the conduct of those who may be 
inimical to the treaty rights of American 
citizens.’’ Commander Swinburne stated that 
the total number of men under his command 
was 158, not including eleven officers, Wit- 
ness said the men leading the citizens’ move- 
ment had assumed charge of the Government 
Building without opposition of any kind. 
The civilian c¢Ompanies under arms 
had marehed in and established guatds 
about the Government Building. Dur- 
ing that night the troops were 
kept ready for action, but the city was per- 
fectly quiet. The next day, Jan. 18, the 
royal standard was hauled down from over 
the palace and the household troops were dis- 
banded, exceptaamall guard of honor who 
accompanied the ex-Queen to her residence. 
In aceotdance with orders from Capt. Wiltse 
Commander Swinburne. put his con:mand in 
light marching order on the morni of 
Feb. 1, when orders were receiv by 
him from Capt. Wiltse to ‘‘take  pos- 
session of the government building and 
the American flag will be hoisted 
at 9 o’clock.”” In obedience to these orders, 
he said, the battalion marched to the Govern- 
ment Building, where they were received by 
the civilian troops in line, who presented 
arms as they entered. President Dole and 
Cabinet and the Advisory Council were pres- 
ent. The order of Capt. Wiltse was shown to 
the @omtmander of the provisional troops, 
who, witriess said, at once turned over 
to him the custody of the building. 
Then, by order of Capt. Wiitse, a proclama- 
tion trom Minister Stevens, establishing a 
protectorate in the name of the United States, 
pending negotiations with the Hawaiian Com- 
issioners at Washington, was read, and at 9 
o’cloek the United States ensign was hoisted 
over the building. The civilian forces of the 
provisional government were then withdrawn 
and the custody of the building turned over to 
Lieut."Draper with his company of marines.

In the House the special committee on the 
investigation of the contested election case 
from Jackson County was given until Jan. 
29 to make their report. The House Com- 
mittee on Pharmacy wad increased by the ad- 
dition of Davis, Dowell, Early, Lin- 
derman, Williams, Cooper of Pot- 
tawattomie, Carter, Sessions, Bitter- 
man, Patterson, ‘Taylor, and McCann. 
The bill providing fora reform in the revenue 
laws, which has been introduced in the House, 
was prepared by the special committee ap- 
pointed by virtue of an act ofthe last Gen- 
eral Assembly. The bill. provides for some 
radical changes in the laws governing assess- 
ments and taxation. It is provided that in 
addition to the regular Assessors the Super- 
visors of counties shall appoint two additional 
ones with special reference to their qualifica- 
tions as judges of values. Their terms shall 
be for five years. and real property .shall be 
valued only once in five years. Property 
shall be assessed at its actual cash 
value. The bill omits all provisions 
for deductious of indebtedness from the as- 
sessment of moneys and credits. The privi- 
lege of exemption for tree culture is elimin- 
ated by this bill, but the list of other exemp- 
tions is somewhat enlarged. It is believed 
unwise to attempt to tax mortgaged property 
to the mortgage ow.ers, as it is heid that this 
would not be of any benefit to the borrowers, 
while it is believed .that such taxation would 
discourage investors and would consequently” 
raise the rates of interest in this State. The 
Assessors and their associates are made the 
Board of Equalization of county, township, 
and town, instead of as at present. In order 
to prevent excessive taxation, which might 
follow the raising of assessment to the full 
value. the commission decreases the levy in 
the same proportion that the assessment rate 
is raised. The bill contemplates 
a tax on inheritances where the 
estate is worth $25,000 in personalty or 
$100,000 in realty. When the heirs-are not 
in ‘the direct line all estates over $2,000 
would be taxed. It is recommended that 
road taxes should be paid in cash to the coun- 
ty instead of ailowing labor to be done. 
What is known as the single tax system was 
critically inspected, but failed to meet with 
the approval of the commission.

Mr. Conrad. Mr. Bollow said the teller’s 
cash book was kept in a_ disordered 
manner. He found items carried in that 
book which should have been transferred to 
the ledger years before. These were the ac- 
counts of Koetting and Trumpff and aggre- 
gated about $100,000. Of the Schlesinger 
paper carried by the bank Mr. Bollow es- 
timated that $237,500 of it was worthless. 
He  des¢ribed Schlesinger’s “kiting” of 
checks and estimated that the “kiting” cost 
Koetting’s bank $75,000. 

Mr Bollow admitted that the Mitchell Bank 
had failed because of the large amount of 
Schlesinger paper thatit carried. He also 
admitted that his bank continued to do busi- 
ness without letting its customers know the 
fact that it was loaded up with Schlesinger 
paper. Hesaidif the public had known the 
extent of the Schlesinger loans by Milwaukee 
banks the crash would have been much great- 
er. When asked by Koetting’s attorney if it 
was not a fact that Schiesinget has not made 
an assignment the witness replied that he had 
nothing to assign but alot of old books, and 
no one wanted them. 

Frank J. Kivp, cashier of the Merchants’ 
Exchange Bank, | said that in April and May 
last Mr. Koetting Jeft at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Bank eleven certificates of deposit of 
$5,000 each to take up ceftified checks on 
the South Side Savings Bank which had been 
given by Ferdinand Schlesinger and the va- 
rious companies in which he was interested. 
Mr. Kipp admitted in the cross-examination 
that other banks were interested in similar 
transacfions. 

Albert ©. Trumpff, son of Gustav C. 
Trumpff, the absconding President of the 
bank, testified to the property owned by his 
father. He said his father had no personal 
debts beyond those of the bank. Charles 
Esau, a real estate dealer, who was interested 
with Koetting in speculation, said that $6,000 
of his notes which the bank held were given 
for losses in wheat deals.

$3,500 in settlement of the notes.

DOOLEY’S SENTENCE AFFIRMED, 


Gov. Jackson Must Now Fix a New Date 
for His Execution, 

Corntne, Ia., Jan. 17.—[Specia).]—The 
Supreme Court of Iowa yesterday affirmed 
the sentence of death passed on James VO, 
Dooley by Judge H, M. Turner of this city 
fur the murder of his aunt, Mrs. W. H. Coons, 
and her daughter Nellie, May 11, 1892. 

The execution of Dooley’s sentence to hang 
June 16, 1893, was suspended by Gov. Boies 
pending appeal to the Supreme Court. It will 
now be the duty of Gov. Jackson to fix the 
date of execution. It is  sug- 
gested by citizens of Prescott, 
where the crime was committed, that 
May 11, 1894. The anniversary of the deed 
would be a fitting date for Dooley to hang. 
Dooley was a quiet young man of 16 years, 
who had lived West and read yellow-back 
literature until he was filled with villainous 
instincts. He was employed by his uncle, W. 
H. Coons, asa farm hand, near Prescott, in 
this (Adama) county. He had come to 
imagine he was not well enough treated by 
the family and was at times both sulky 
and impertinent. On the day of the murder 
Mr. Coons had gone a dozen miles froim 
home to be absent over night. By his own 
story Dooley had gone over to Prescott and 
drank some whisky witha chum. On his re- 
turn he was scolded for neglecting the cattle 
and allowing them to get into a neighbor’s 
field. Dooley denied it. He was standing 
behind his aunt, who was working at a-car- 
pet weaving loom. 

Dooley in his confession said his aunt 
then repeated that he had let the cattle get 
out and that ** he was too lazy and good-for- 
nothing to live.”’ This he said threw him into 
a passion. He drew from his pocket a brass 
padlock with a chain attached and beat his 
aunt over the head into insensibility. He 
then went to Prescott, bought a revolver, and 
returning, shot her four times in the head. 
The little girl Nellie then ran in from the 
barn. He waylaid and murdered her with the 
padlock. Both bodies were deposited on the 
bed of the house and Dooley after packing his 
clothes departed with his uncle’s team and 
buggy. He was overhauled at Villisca, about 
twenty-two miles west of Prescott, two days 
later and that night confessed.

The Building Has Never Been Considered 
Fireproof, but Is Pronounced in Better 
Condition than EvereThe Manufactur- 
ers’ and Builders’ Company to Retire= 
The Eastern lowa Inspection Bureau 
Applies the 80 ver Cent Coinsurance 
Clause=Two Annual Statements, 

The report put in circulation yesterday 
morning regarding the fire hazard at the Art 
Building at Jackson Park was branded as sen- 
sational by insurance people and malicious 
by friends of the Columbian Museum. The 
building has never been considered as abso- 
lutely fireproof in character, and during the 
Fair the insurance was not written on any 
such assumption. In many respects the 
character of the building from an insurance 
standpoint has been materially improved 
since the Fair season, when it was written as 
freely as any risk in the park. The entire 
basement during the Fair season was filled 
with packing boxes and excelsior, All the 
rubbish has been cleared up, and a number of 
changes have been made or will be made at 
once to improve the hazard. , 

In a report to the. people representing the 


museum made a day or two ago F. J. V. Skiff 


says that barrels and pails of water have b2en 
distributed througn the building; that ar- 
rangements have been made for a three wheel 
Babcock extinguisher, with three firemen, to 
be located in the building; that a force of 
nine day watchmen and six at night is pro- 
vided, and that a steam heating apparatus is 
replacing the stoves which have been used. 
The pine furring on the walls is to be stripped 
off and the character of the building ma- 
terially improved. The attack on the 
character of the building was based 
on the fact that rates have been 
formally advanced to 3 per cent. The rate 
during the Fair on contents was nominally 
$1.25, 
up as high as 6 per cent, and the average rate 
was probably fully as high as that now pro- 
mulgated. Underwriters considered that the 
rate at $1.25 was far too low, but did not 
care to appear as opposing the Expdsition, and 
while permitting the rate wo remain placed 
their lines at what they considered fair prem1- 
um rates, Ina great many cases the insurance 
was so written that it was in force for double 
the time the exhibits werein place and so the 
rate was practically doubled. 

Arthur Hauxhurst, who as Marshall Field’s 
insurance man has placed $200,000 of in- 
surance on contents of the building, does not 
consider 3 per cent an exorbitant rate. ** For 
a building of the size of the Art Building and 
designed to be used for a museum the rate is 
fair,” he said. ‘* The old rate is no criterion, 
as it was nominal. Wehave had no trouble 
in placing necessary insurance the phys- 
ical condition of the building is constantly 
being improved. Itis probably true that the 
accupancy as a museum is more hazardous 
then as an art building, but that is no reflec- 
tion on the building.” 

“‘T have been through the building today,” 
said E. E,. Barnard of Ducat, Lyon & Co., yes- 
terday afternoon. ‘* We poked through the 
basement witha lanternand found it had 
been cleared up and that the building asa 
risk is in better condition than it was three 
months ago. The report circulated this morn- 
ing was wholly unwarranted by the facts in 
the case,”’ 


NEW YORK COMPANY TO RETIRE, 


The Manufacturers’ and Bailders’ Will Go 
Out of Businesa, 

When the announcement was made that 
Granger Smith, Miller & Co, had resigned the 
agency of the Manufacturers’ and Builders’ 
Insurance company of New York it was 
thought by insurance men that there would 
be a sequel. It comes in the statement that 
the company will discontinue business and 
that a notification to that effect has been sent 
to the New ¥ork State department. A year 
ago the Palatine reinsured the business of the 
Manufacturers’ and Builders’, and later ama- 
jority of the stock of the company was 
bought up by the Palatme company. Since 
that time the two companies have 
been practically under one management. 
The conditions of business have been such 
that it has not been considered advisable to 
continue the company. The present risks 
will be carried to termination and not rein- 
sured. The business of the two companies 
has been carried in different agencies through 
the West with a view to getting two different 
lines, An effort will be made by the Palatine 
management to hold the preferred business 
of the Manufacturers’ and Builders’ and some 
agency chinges with that in view will be 
made. For various reasons an arrangement 
of this kind was not possible in Chicago. The 
business will be between the Palatine and the 
Queen here. 


COINSURANCE CLAUSE IS APPLIED, 


Eastern Iowa Inspection Bureau Issues a 
Bulletin on the Subject. 

A bulletin has been issued by the Eastern 
Iowa Inspection Bureau over the signature of 
George E. Redfjeid, Inspector, which reads as 
follows: 

lam instructed to advise you that it is decided 
to apply the 80 per cent coinstrance clause on 
all mereantile risks where either building or 
stock is of the value of $10,000 or upwards, and 
on all special bazards. The 80 per cent coin- 
surance clause ig as follows: “It is a part of 
the consideration for this policy, and the basis 
upon which the rate of premium is fixed, that 
the assured shall maintain insurance 
on the property described by this policy 
to the extent of at least eighty (80) 
per cent of the actual cash value thereof, an 
that failing so to do the assured shall be a co- 
insurer to the extent of such deficit, and to that 
extent shall bear his, her, or their proportion of 
any loss; and it is expressly agreed that in case 
there shall be more than one. item or division in 
the form of this policy this clause shall apply to 
each and every item.”’ This clause is to be ap- 

lied on all new insurance and renewals in towns 
having water supply and fire department protec- 
tion, and it takes effect at once. 


TO COLLECT THE RECIPROCAL TAX, 


La 
Kansas to Attempt Recovery from 1871 
to Date—Limitation May Interfere. 

Torexa, Kas., Jan 17.—State Superintend- 
ent of Insurance Snyder has notified the fire 
insurance companies of New York that come 
under the reciprocal insurance tax laws of 
this State that they will be required to furnish 
him with an estimate of the amount of busi- 
ness done by each in Kansas since 1871, the 
time the law became effective. For some 
regson the New York companies have not 
been required to obey the reciprocal tax and 
it is the intention of the Insufance Depart- 
ment to force not only the collection of cur- 
rent taxes but of all -that is past due. 
Supt. Snyder estimates that the New 
York companies owe the State 
on the reciprocal tax 250,000. 
This sum if recovered will, under the pro- 
visions of the law. be divided among the fire 
departments of the State.. Not all foreign in- 
surance companies are required to pay this 
tax, but only those in States that levy such a 
tax on Kansas companies going business 
within their border. In New York, for in- 
stance, Kansas companies are taxed 2 per 
cent on the gross earnings, so here the Em- 
pire State corporations must pay a like per 
cent. One question that arises in this pro- 
ceeding is whether the statute of limitation 
will run against this debt as it does in the 
case of private individuals, but on this point 
Supt. Snyder has not yet made a thorough 
investigation. If it does, the reciprocal tax 
esp: be collected further back than 1890.

PRESIDENT HAYES NOT PENURIOUS, 


Facts to Show That the Dinner Parties of 
His Administration Were Costly. 


Wasurnatoy, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Ever since the close of the Hayes Administra- 
tion it has been the practice to refer to itasa 
model one for thrift and saving. Some per- 
sons have gone so far as to assert that Presi- 
dent Hayes saved nearly all the money re- 
ceived by him as salary during his term as 
Chief Magistrate of the United States. A dif. 
ferent complexion is put upon this nonsense, 
however, by Washington’s leading caterer, 
who was seen by Tue TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent a few hours after the 
diplomatic reception at the White 
House last Thursday. According to Jules 
Demonet, whose firm has been furnishing 
dinner -parties at the White House since 
1848, the dinners of President Hayes were 
only equaled by those of his predecessor, 
Gen. Grant. Itis true that no wines were 
furnished at White House dinners during the 
Hayes régime, butin every other respect no 
expense was spared in catering to the gastro- 
nomic tastes of the President’s guests. A 
notable. instance cited by Mr. Demonet 
was the reception given to the diplomatic 
corps by President and Mrs. Hayes at 
which 230 persons were entertained. Un- 
der the advice of Mrs. Hayes, when it 
was proposedto givea dinner to the diplo- 
matic corps, in aceordance with White House 
customs, it was decided to have no liquors on 
the table. Representation was made, how- 
ever, that the class of guests on this occasion 
would be persons accustomed to use wine, 
and it might provoke unfavorable comment 
if the sparkling beverage should be dispensed 
with. ‘* Very well, then,’’ said Mrs. Hayes to 
her husband, “let us give a reception and 
dinner not only to the diplomatic . corps 
but to all of the society people at 
the Nation’s capital. We can give them 
something good to eat, but nothing todrink.”’ 
A carte bianche was accordingly given Caterer 
Demonet, and the result was the most notable 
feast ever spread for a reception at Washing- 
ton. There were forty set pieces in salads 
and entrées, and everything else was in the 
same proportion and the greatest profusion. 
No expense was spared by the President and 
Mrs. Hayes; and in consequence that White 
House reception to the diplomatic corps is 
talked about to this day among people who 
know what the good things of life consist of. 
This was only one of the social events which 
marked the admunistration of President 
Hayes, and while no other parties of its size 
were attempted when a dinner was given at 
the White House during his incumbency it 
was sure to have the best menu and the most 
magnificent surroundings obtainable, 


MR, CULLOM LENDS HIS ASSISTANCE, 


-Will Do All in His Power to Secure for 


Chicago a New Postofiice. 
Postmaster Hesing has endeavored to en- 
list the codperation of Senators Palmer and 
Cullom in his efforts to provide more habita- 
ble quarters for himself and staff and more 
adequate postal facilities for Chicago. When 
he wrote to Supervising Architect O’Rourke 
in regard tothe matter the Postmaster sent 
copies of the letter to Senators Palmer and 
Cullom.

It was 7:30 when President Charles E. 
Leonard led the way to the small breakfast- 
room at the hotel, where the table had been 
arranged in the form of an E. with seventy- 
five covers, a small table being set in 
the center of the room for the representa- 
tives of the newspaper press, It had been 
intended that the Rev. Dr. E. G. Hirsch 
should ask a blessing before the feast was be- 
gun. but, as he was detained, the President in- 
sisted that R: R. Donnelley, the toastmaster, 
should perform this office. Mr. Donnelley, 
though taken somewhat aback, was equal to 
the occasion, and drawing on Robert Burns 
for inspiration rose and said grace as follows: 

Some hae meat wha cannot eat, 
And some hae nane who want it. 

But we hae meat, and we can eat, 
So let the Lord be thanket. 

When the applause with which the grace 
was greeted died away the banquet was be- 
gun. It raged through soup, fish, meats, 
entree, desserts, and coffee for two hours, and 
then the toastmaster announced the speaking. 
Mr. Donnelley said he was only a substitute 
for R. F. Pettibone, who was unavoidably 
absent, and that much should not be expected 
of him. In the absence of the Rev. Dr. 
Hirsch, who was to have been the first speaker, 
he called upon B. D. Herbert to tell what he 
knew about Benjamin Franklin. 

Mr. Herbert said if he were called upon to 
name the three greatest men of all history he 
would name Shakespeare, Franklin, and Lin- 
coln. Franklin, he said, though reared 
amid Puritanic influences and prejudices, 
broke away from them, and yet without flying 
Being a broad man 
with a great heart, he rose above all sects and 
creeds, and drank in all ideas and all liberties. 
When in France, pleading for American lib- 
erty, he was so wise, so good, and so great he 
won every heart, and secured favors which no 
other representative would have hoped for. 
The secret of it all, too, was his 
training in the Boston printing office, 


which was a resort for menin every walk of 


life. It was bis contact with these men and 
his adoption.of their sound ideas, while he 


rejected their weaknesses and ertors, that 
schooled him into greatness. Franklin was 
also the greatest known example of self- 
mastery. He was the subject of almost over- 
whelming passions and appetites, and yet re- 
mained a highly moral man, the companion of 
Whitefield and the Bishops of the church, as 
well as the gowned professors of many a seat 
of learning. During the revolution he was so 
abstemious people thought he was niggardly, 
but they learned afterward that he was only 
setting a wholesome example of economy; 
and =. Soe peace returned he showed he could 
indu'ge luxury like any one else. | 

Mr. Herbert’s address was well” punctuated 
with applause, and when it. closed the toast- 
master introduced W. B. French, who, he 
said, would. speak on “Anything.” Mr. 
French said he liked the subject, as he could 
not weil wander from it. He preferred 
it to ‘* Noathing,’’ with which the audience 
was already so familiar. He then launched 
out into a series of stories and humorous re- 
marks which kept the party in a roar of laugh- 
ter for ten minutes. 

J. W. Butler spoke on “ Fifty Years in the 
Trade in Chicago,” and Leon Hornstein, R. 
F. Pettibone, A. R. Graves, and others enter- 
tained their audience until a late hour in the 
night,

Report to the Board of Education—Plan 
to Reduce Wages Defeated. 

The Board of Education at its meeting last 
night adopted the report of the Finance com- 
mittee making the following distribution of 
the appropriations of 1893 to be expended 
during the year 1894:

The revenue from the school fund, amount- 
ing to $571,000, applicable for teachers’ sal- 
aries, is an additional sum to the credit of the 
Committee on School Management. 

‘The committee has been unable to make 
any reductions,” said Chairman Lindblom of 
the Finance committee, “for, owing to 
the rapid growth of the school work, the 
expenses are greatly increased. The increase 
in the salaries alone is fully 9 per cent. We 
have, however, reduced last year’s appropria- 
tion for buildings and grounds of $2,000,000 
to $1,650,000. In other points we have been 
unable to make any reductions.”’ 

The Finance committee reported thé fol- 
lowing expenses since the last meeting: Esti- 
mates on contracts, $46,057.79; miscellane- 
ous, $34,437.82. 

The rules were changed to provide for the 
enlargement of the Committee on School 
Management, and Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman 
was added to the committee. 

As unfinished business came up the report 
of the Buildings and Grounds committee, rec- 
ommending a reduction in the wages of car- 
penters, laborers, painters, and machine hands 
in the employ of the board, as follows: 
Carpenters, 10 cents an hour; laborers, 10 
cents an hour; painters, 10 cents an hour; 
machine hands, five cents an hour; such re- 
duction to date from Jan. 5, 1894.

ART PALACE BUILT TO RESIST FIRE, 


Expofition and Museum People Scout the 
Idea of Danger of Burning. 

Exposition officials and museum trustees 
laughed yesterday at thestory which appeared 
in a morning paper to the effect that the Art 
Palace at Jackson Park is not fire-proof. 
‘“*With any kind of attention it wouldn’t be 
possible for that building to burn,”’ said Gen- 
eral Manager Graham of the Exposition com- 
pany. “It is divided,into numerous compart- 
ments and the walls are brick from the base- 
ment to the roof. They are two and three 
feet thick. With the doors closed a fire could 
not extend from one room to another, and no 
difficulty whatever would be experienced in 
putting out a blaze which might start in any 
section’ The dome isnot built of wood as 
has been stated. It is constructed of iron. 
There is just wood enough fastened to the 
ribs of the arches to makea graceful curve, 
and that is the case in any,dome. On the 
walls there is a furring of wood to make them 
sinooth and suitabie for the decoration which 
bas been applied to them. ‘If iron doors were 
placed across each section there would be no 
chance for a fire spreading.”’ 

‘+ It is nonsense to speak of the Art Palace 
burning,” said President Higinbotham. 
** Any fire that would start in that building 
could be put out with a man’s feet. I don't 
believe there is any necessity for insurance 
on the building.” 

Museum Trustee Edward E. Ayer said the 
story was got up in the interest of the insur- 
ance men, who never lose an opportunity for 
getting the highest rates obtainable. There 
can be no doubt about the musuem for sev- 
eral years to come being housed in the Fine 
Arts Palace, for the reason that there is no 
other building available. 

Members of the Executive committee of the 
Fair directors denied yesterday any. intention 
on their part of rebuilding the Peristyle at 
Jackson Park. Director Ferdinand W. Peck 
is reported in dispatches from New York to 
have stated that that piece of architecture 
might be reconstructed. ‘We have no legal 
right to rebuild the Peristyle,” said Director 
Lyman J. Gage, ** and we have no right to the 
ground if we should desire to do so. Any 
stockholder in the Exposition company would 
resent such an expenditure."" President Hig- 
inbotham said the directors had no intention 
of doing any building. The South Park Com- 
missioners will not go to the expense ot $100,- 
000 to rebuild the structure, and no one else 
can, General Manager Granam has turned 
over ail the stock barns and the stock ring at 
the park to the South Park Board.

DEATH OF EX-SENATOR HENRY M. RICE, 


His Connection with the Early History of 
Iowa and Minnesota. 


San Antonio, Tex., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
Henry M. Rice, ex-United States Senator from 
Minnesota, died here today. 


{Henry Mower Rice was born in Waitsfield, Vt., 
Noy. 20, 1816, Heemigrated to the Territo 
of Michigaa in 1835 and thence to Iowa Terri- 
tory, where he became a trading agent for a fur 
company. He was made a Uni States 
Commissioner to negotiate a treaty with the 
Ojitway Indians for the cession of a large 
tract of lan@ and assisted in making other treat- 
ies. He settled in St. Paul in 1849 and was. 
elected a Delegate to Congress, where he secured 
the passage of an act authorizing th® admission 
of innesota into the Union. He was then 
elected to the United States Senate, serving from 
1858 to 1863. He was the founder_of Bayfield, 
Wis.. and Munsing, Mich., and gave Rice Park to 
the City of St. Paul. ] 


Death of T. Dwight Thacher. 

Topeka, Kas., Jan. 17.—[Special. |—Tim- 
othy Dwight Thacher, who was stricken with 
apoplexy last Saturday, died at his home in 
this city this afternoon. He graduated from 
Union College in 1856, after which he re- 
moved to Lawrence, Kas., where he took edi- 
torial charge of the Republican, a free State 
paper.

TAXATION OF BUILDING AND LOAN ASSO- 
CIATIONS, | 

A few days ago Tum Trisunz reported the

taxation on their loans mounting to tens of 
millions, the money being already taxed in 
the hands of the borrowers. It seems that 
there is a case before the Supreme Court orig- 
inating in Will County, which will be decided 


tionality of the homestead association act of 
iz uly, 1887, which exempts from taxation the 
notes of such corporations given for the money 

to be placed into taxable property. The act 
is assailed by the tax-eaters on the grounds 
that it is special legislation and therefore con- 

flicts with the State Constitution. The object 
of the Assessor and those standing behind him 
is to grab two taxes out of one capital and 
compel the industrious, self-denying wage- 
workers to pay twice their equitable share of 
the burdens for the support of the State. The 
case for the prosecution is worse twice over 
than that of Shylock. The building and loan 
associations have placed into taxable property 

in the form of improvements on realty seventy 

millions in the State of Lilinois ; and the scheme 
of the tax-eaters is to compel this capital of 
the toilers to pay taxes on $140,000,000. It 
is proposed to tax the persons who have parted 
with their capital on $70,000,000 and also to 
tax those who have bought it on the same 
amount of millions. 

The tax-eaters set up the preposterous plea 
that unless this monstrous injustice is perpe- 
trated on the toilers who earned the capital 
the State Constitution will be infracted. Is it 
not infinitely more likely that the Constitu- 
tion will be violated if the scheme of the tax- 
eaters should be carricd out? It is well that 
this case is before the courts in its present 
monstrous form, for only in this way can the 
common sense of the people be made to per- 
ceive the sheer injustice of the provisions in 
the Illinois revenue act which require the 
listing, assessment, and taxation of credit, 
when the tangible property which supports 
the credit is taxable and already taxed. The 
100,000 holders of the 70 milliong of notes 
for their sold capital of that imitate now 
got their eyes open to the self-evident fact 
that taxing notes and credits is double taxa- 
tion and therefore wrong and tyrannical, as it 
violates any just principle of taxation. 

The Legislature of 1887 made an exception 
to the rule of taxing noteg and credits pre- 
scribed in the revenue act in behalf of the 
building and loan associations of Illinois. To 
tax their notes was seen to be wrongful and op- 
pressive, inasmuch as it amounted to double 
taxation on the toiling poor, saving and 
struggling and mutually helping each other 
to get homes of theirown. But the clauses of 
the act continuing the demand for listing and 
taxing all other notes and credits are equally 
vicious and violative of justice and of the 
Constitution when properly construed. The 
wholesale merchants of Chicago of all kinds 
have an average of fully one hundred millions 
of goods sold to country and city retail deal- 
ers on time proper. They have thus “ given 
credit’ to tens of thousands of retailers all 
over the West. They have parted with a hun- 
dred millions of their property which has 
gone into the possession and ownership of a 
multitude of retail dealers and is liable to be 
assessed and taxed in their hands. The whole- 
salers hold promises of payment for their 
sold property, that is all. 
the assessed value of their stocks on hand May 
1 of each year, but they make no returns to 
the Assessors of their notes and credits out- 
standing and not yet paid by their customers, 
notwithstanding the average of such notes and 
credits exceeds a hundred million of dollars, 
though an unjustlaw demands that it shall 
bedone, Itis not done because the mer- 
chants see that it would be double taxation. 
The property has gone out of their ownership 
into that of the purchasers, where it is taxable; 
and why should they pay taxes on the mere 


| promises of payment therefor by the buyers? 


Todo that would manifestly bea second tax 
on one Capital or property—a tax on the sub- 
stance and another on its shadow. There are 
goods of all sorts sold on,credit by thousands of 
Chicago retailers to 10,000 purchasers, and 
the unjust revenue law of Hlinois requires the 
credits to be listed and taxed, but so far as 
known not one ofthem ever is, because the 
retailer feels that it would be grossly unjust 
to make him pay taxes on goods which he had 
parted from, and which had gone into the 
hands of buyers and consumers, and on which 
he had not been paid, If the Assessor wants 
to list merchandise for taxation let him go to 
the people who had bought and had the goods, 
The Constitution of Illinois, Art. IX., Sec. 1, 
says: “The General Agsembly shall provide 
such revenue as may be needful by levying a 
tax by valuation, so that any person and cor- 
poration shall pay a tax in proportion to the 
value of his, her, or its property.” Dues Sec.

THE HAWAIIAN INVESTIGATION. 

Representative Holman the other day, 
speaking of the Hawaiian fiasco, declared 
that one thing was certain—viz.: ‘The re- 
storing of Liliuokalani to the throne is for all 
time abandoned not only in executive but 
Congressional circles. It will never be heard 
of aghin,”’ Mr, Holman’s announcement un- 
questionably is correct, and it indicates the 
close of the business at the Hawaiian end of 
the line, There is much to be settled yet at 
this end, however, before the matter definitely 
is relegated to the limbo of tomfoolery, if not 
of something worse. There are some ugly 
questions whith must be asked and answered 
befuré the administration conspirators are re- 
lieved of responsibility, and the queries need 
not go beyond Minister Wi'lis’ remarkable 
dispatch of Nov, '16. 

When Mr, Willis sent that dispatch he was 
not aware that tlie policy of infamy had been 
made public, He notified the administration 
that the Queen had refused the conditions and 
displayed the savagery of her disposition by 
insisting upon cuttihg off the heads of all the 
members of the provisional government, con- 
fiscating their property, agd driving their fam- 
ilies into exile, After she thus had revealed 
her ferocious character, and with the full 
knowledge of it iti their possession, with this 
dispatch of Nov. 16 in their hands, the Presi- 
dent, through the Secretary of State, ordered 
Willis te go on with the enforcement of the 
policy. The dates should be kept clearly im 
view, Mr. Willia had his interview Nov. 13. 
His feport is of the 16th. It reached San 
Fran¢isco Nov, 23. On the 24th Gresham 
urged prompt action. Dec. 3 Gresham sent a 
message to Willis to insist upon conditions 
and earry out original policy. Willis got the 
message Dec. 14 and went to work, with what 
results is known, .Four days later Cleveland 
relegated the whole business to Congress, 
though he did not know but that Liliuokalani 
was back on her throne again, and in any 
event he was aware that Willis was working 
towards that end. 

It furthermore appears from fis same dis- 
patch of Nov. 16 that Mr.’ Willis had no con- 
fidence whatever in the Queen’s advisers and 
that he regarded them as a pack of corrupt 
ignoramuses, utifit for any decent purposes. 
‘‘ fom these anf other facts which have been 
developed,” says Mr. Willis, “I feel satisfied 
that there will be a concerted moyement in 
the event of restoration for the overthrow of 
the Constitution, which would mean the over- 
throw of constitutional and limited govern- 
ment and the absolute dominion of the 
Queen.” In the same dispatch Mr. Willis 
says: “Fortunately the men at the head of 
the provisional goverhment are acknowl- 
edged by all others to be of the highest integ- 
rity and public spirit, which, combined with 
the large material interests they represent, 
will, it is hoped, eause them to stand firmly 
and successfully for peace and good ‘govern- 
ment.’ Mr. Willis in reality was warning 
Cleveland and Gresham against the danger of 
the positica they had teken and the absolute 
certainty of the failure of their plot; but with 


possession they ordered him to carry out that 
policy, and the more easily, as they supposed, 
to further it, Cleveland withheld all the pa- 
pers in the case from the public aud Congress 
until news came from Willis that the shame. 
ful conspiracy had falied and that the policy 
of infamy could not be carried out owing to 
the firmness and wisdom of the provisiona! 
government. For these reasons Congress 
should go ahead with its investigition. It 
must not be abandoned because the policy 
of infamy has been abandoned. Such wan- 
ton digregard of Congressional prerogatives, 
such utter contempt of public sentiment, such 
insolent doubledealing and trickery should 
not go unrebuked. 


AN UNTIMELY VPREKE COURT DECIS- 
ON, 

The opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
Wentworth avenue sewer case comes ata pe- 
culiarly unfortunate moment, as it interferes 
with the giving of employment to labor when 
labor needs it so much. For years the special 
ussessment business of this city, all of which 
has to come before the Judge of the County 
Court, has been increasing rapidly. That 
business became far heavier when the city be- 
gan building sewers by special assessment in- 
stead of general tazation. To meet an emer- 
gency in one of the counties of the State the 
Legislature passed a law in 1885 providing 
that— 


In case of the absence, death, resignation, or 
inability ofthe Jiidge of a County or Probate 
Court of any county, any County Judge or Pro- 
bate Judge may hold sach County cr Probate 
Court and perform all the duties of the Judge 
thereof until the return of such Judge, the ap- 
; pointment or election of his successor, or until 
the disability to act ceases. 


The city authorities have been availing them- 
selves of this law for some time, getting one 
|| or more of the County Judges of neighboring 
counties to come hére and hold court so as to 
attend to work whith was in excess of what 
the regular Judges could attend to. In that 
way it has been possible to keep up with the 
assessment businéss. Many lawyers have had 
their doubts‘as to the legality of this practice, 
but did not raise the point, not wishing to in- 
terfere with the transaction of business. 

The Supreme Court has put a sudden stop 
to the practice by deciding that an outside 
Judge cannot be called in to dssist the County 
Judge, but merely to replace him in case of 
his death, absence, resignation, or inability. 
The court says that the law must not be 
broadened so as to permit another J udge to 
sit here while Judge Scales is on deck. An 
application may be made to the court for a 
rehearing, but it will be seen that the letter of 
the law is pretty plain, and the Judges may 
not be. convinced by an argument “ex neces.

The decision is untimely because the city 
authorities were preparing a great number of 
special assessments for the action of the court. 
They expected to keep at least two Judges 
busy from this time on, All the work will be 
thrown oh one now. And wijiie Judge Scales 
will of course devote ail his time to his work, 
holding sessions éarly and late, yet it will be 
difficult for him to pass on all the cases 
brought before hit.

SUBSTITUTES FOR DAIRY PRODUCTS, 

A large number of dairymen and repre- 

sentatives of dairy associations have met in 
this city for the purpose of organizing a na- 
tional dairy union. The object of that union 
is said to be the prosecution of a vigorous 
warfare in all the State Legislatures, in Con- 
gress, andin the courts against the sale of 
oleo and other imitation butters that come 
into competition with the pure cream prod- 
uct. If this be a correct statement of its aim 
the movement is indefensible, being unjust 
to other interests and opposed to the modern 
progress which increases the means of human 
subsistence and enjoyment. But if the 
dairymen desire only to prevent the 
fraud of mi srepresentation under which 
a substitute is sold @s the original 
article their object is praiseworthy. The 
substitutes _for butter are other animal 
fats and cottonseed oil. It is not proven that 
the first are less healthful as a food than is 
butter fat formed in the milk by the animal 
economy, or that lard is less healthful than 
beef or mutton suet, except in hot climates. 
Till this can be proved it must be regarded as 
a positive gain to humanity to put these mate- 
rials into more acceptable form for consump- 
tion and thus increase the ability of the aver- 
age man, woman, and child to enjoy. As for 
the oil extracted from the seed of the cotton 
plant, the recent discovery of its usefulness 
as a food productis an immense advantage 
both to producers and consumers, since no ob- 
jection can be raised toit on sanitary grounds, 
any more than against ace. aon coffee, ba- 
nanas, apples, Wheat, or even “‘pure dairy 
butter.’’ 
r The outery against oleomargarine becomes 
self-evidently absurd when one remembers 
that the material is produced by the butter- 
giving cow. and that the same class of persons, 
farmers and stock growers, raise the bovine 
animal for both purposes. Hence for dairy- 
men to fight oleomargarine while encourag- 
ing the raising of cows for the production of 
milk and butter is as unfair as it would be to 
oppose the cultivation and consumption of 
Indian corn while endeavoring to foster that 
of wheat by all possible means. To legislate 
against the use of cottonseed oil as food not 
only would tend to injure a producing inter- 
est which is as much entitled to protection of 
law as are the dairymen, but would forbid the 
use of an important and highly nutritious arti- 
cle of food which rapidly has grown in favor 
because of its great usefulness and value, 

The consumption of these things as human 
food should be encouraged instead of pro- 
hibited, but it ought not t6"be done by means 
of fraud. The consumer who prefers -the 
dairy product and is willing to pay for it 
should be protected against. the wiles of un- 


under the false plea that it is ‘the simon-pure 
article.”” The consumer ought to be his own 
judge, and his preference should be respected 
at least as much in the matter of food as when 
he wishes a woolen garment instead of a cot- 
ton one,orthe reverse. Noone should be 
cheated into. swallowing and digesting some- 
thing which he does not want and would not 
consume if aware of its real character. ‘For 
the vindication of this principle é6f right the 
dairymen should contend valiantly and find 
their efforts seconded by all honest men and 
women. 

The makers of genuine butter and cheese 
ought to demand that all articles which are 
made in close imitation of their products shall 
be so labeled and otherwise designated that 
the consumer will not be imposed upon. They 
havea right to demand that the laws shall 
throw around the movement and sale of the 
material a due safeguard against fraudulent 
misrepresentation, and impose sufficient pen- 
aities to punish in all proven cases of wrong- 
doing. They are entitled to this much pro- 
tection and no more, They have no right to 
demand that the substitute be taxed for their 
benefit beyond the amount necessary to en- 
force the law against cheating the consumer. 
The fact that butter was used as a food for 
many ages béfore an acceptable substitute waa 
found for it gives then no prescriptive right 
against what they choose to regard as an 
intruder. Their fight against the article it- 
self belongs to the same class of objections as 
those which were made to the substitution of 
horse power by steam, of candle light by gas, 
of gas by electricity, of hand labor by ma- 
chinery on the farm and in the factory, and 
other changes which have marked the progress 
of the civilized portion of humanity toa 
state of far greater comfort than was pos- 
sible to kings and ptinces in the days of long 
ago. Ifthe dairymen are organizing to fight 
the knowing consumption of substitutes for 
their products they are combining for an ef- 
fort which will do them no more good than 
the bucking of theit own heads against a 
stone wall. 


WHY WAGE REDUCTIONS WERE DE- 
LAYED, 
The senior Democratic organ asks: 


If the prospect ofa reduced tariff is truly the 
cause of depressed wages why did not the depres- 
sion setin immediately after the election of a 
Democratic Presidenti& Democratic House, and a 
Democratic Senate, all pledged to seduce the tar- 
iff—or, rather, to abolish the whole scheme of 
protection as unconstitutional? Far-seeing man- 
ufacturers had as much excuse for cutting down 
wages in November, 1892; a8 in January, 1894. 
_ They had more, because tlie Wilson bil! falis far 
short of the sweeping ptomises contained in the 
Democratic platform of June, 1892. 


For the reason that most manufacturers, 
merchants, and business-men did not have the 
least idea that the Democrats would venture 
to carry out the tariff pledges which they 
made in their platform. The Democratic 
manufacturers who voted for Cleveland and 
Democratic Congressmen had no faith in the 
sincerity of those pledges. They supposed 
they were made only to catch votes and get 
the offices. 

Nothing happened during 1892 or the early 
part of 1893 to make the manufacturers be- 
lieve that the Democrats meant to live up to 
their platform. If in November of 1892 Mr. 
Cleveland had announced, as be could have 
done easily, that it was his intention to call 
Congress together as soon as he was in- 
augurated for the purposé of carrying out the 
promises of the platform in reference to “ re- 
forming” the tariff, the manufacturers etl

‘December sessién. The slowness of the 
Democrats to act’‘and their seeming unreadi- 
_ ness to sweep away what they had called an 
“unconstitutional ané robber tariff’? made 
many hope that the Democrats. would be 
nobly false to their pledges and let the tariff 
alone, 

The panic came, and mills and factories 
were closed, éwing in good part to the fact 
that those who run thein could not get that 
bank accommodation which they need in 
prosperous and unprosperous times alike. 
The message in which Mr, Cleveland called 
Congress together to reveal the silver purchase 
clauses of the Sherman law told the country 
that “‘revenue reform’” was not abandoned, 
and that the subject was to be taken up when 
the silver question was disposed of. ‘The con- 
sequence was that while the wholesome finan- 
cial legislation of the special session restored 
confidence to the depositors in banks and 
money began to flow back to ite accustomed 
depositories, the manufacturers, seeing that 
they were on the eve of tariff changes, the 
magnitude of which they could not tell, de 
cided not to reopen their establishments un 
less their men would take lower wages, so 
that they, the mannfaéturers, might not be 
caught, when the new law went into effect, 
with large stocks of goods on their hands 
which they couid nof bell except at a sacrifice. 
Had there been no dread of tariff legisiation 
manufacturing would have revived the mo- 
ment the fever of the panic had run its 
course, 

The manufacturers did not begin reducing 
wages until they saw clearly the necessity for 
it. They held off fill the last moment. They 
hoped the bark of the Democrats would be 
worse than their bite. When they saw they 
were mistaken then thé wage scale began go- 
ing down—to stay down until efficient protec- 
tion is restored, 


Favit isfound with the decision by the 
Treasury Department that 2 per cent bonds 
cannot be substituted for 4 per cents to secure 
national tank note circulation without depos- 
iting enough to make up the difference be- 
tween the market price and full par value. 
The objectors say the Treasury Department 
has struck a deadly blow at the national credit 
by assuming that the present market price of 
the 2 per cent bonds is a correct estimate of 
their value or that there isa possibility of 
their not being paid. This is putting the case 
too strongly. Those bonds have sold recently 
at 3 to 5 points less than par, but not because 
ofany doubts in regard to their redemption. 
They sold off for much the same reason that 
other bonds have sold ata premium, when 
nobody expected the government to pay for 
them more than 100 cents on the dollar. Both 
kinds of bonds are valued by reference to the 
interest obtainable in other channels for the 
use of money, due account. being taken of se- 
curity and the facilities afforded for realizing 
the money when wanted, The rate of interest 
obtainable for the use of money varies with 
the demand for its use, and when the interest 
is fixed, as on a bond, the price at which the 
bod is sold will vary to meet the difference 
between nominal and actual interest or part 
ofit, The position taken by the Treasury 
Department may be called utiwise in view of 
the favor with which financiers and statesmen 
regard the proposal to allow the banks tu is- 
sue notes up to the par value of the bonds de- 
posited as..security, but itisin accordance 
with the law and should not be denounced as 
a stab at the national credit, which it was in- 
tended to sustain above suspicion. 


Onz of the officers of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated road, speaking of the desire of that com- 
pany to secure @ loop line through the busi- 
ness district, says: ** The people are bound to 
be landed in the business center. If property- 
owners object, we will go to the Legislature.” 
That is, if the majority of the owners of the 
property in the district in question will not 
aliow the streets to be used for elevated ‘road 
purposes because they believe it will damage 
their property, then the company will go to 
the Legislature and ask it to pass a law which 
shall take from che majority of the property- 
owners the veto power they have now and 
leave it to the Council to sell the streets to 
that corporation which will pay the Aldermen 
the most for them. In electing Senators and 
Representatives this coming fall the people 
of this city should see that the men they send 
to Springfield are pledged to do nothing of 
the kind, Itis true that those who use ele- 
vated roads want to be carried as near as pos- 
sible to the business center, but that desire 
should not make them forgetful of the rights 
of others. They should also bear in mind the 
fact that there cannot be one law for the heart 
of the city and another for the outskirts, and 
that legislation which will permit an elevated 
railroad to grab a street in the business dis- 
trict without the consent of the property- 
owners will enable it to grad one in Engle- 
wood or in Lake View. The powers of the 
Council over the streets are extensive enough 
now and must not be enlarged. 


A retmcramM from Wooster, O., states thaf 
fifty men employed ‘in some machine works 
ir. that city have gone back to work after 
being idle sinee Oct. 1. The wages they are 
to get are 20 per cent lower than they were 
last year. These fifty men, mostof whom 
voted for Cleveland, have learned their lesson 
after three mohths and a half of studious idle- 
ness. They have discovered the connection 
between tariffs and wages, and that it is use- 
less to stand out for high wages when pro- 
tective duties are going down. They have 
found, after waiting for nearly four months 
for the employer to reopen his works on their 
terms, that they have to come to his, and that 
he would not ask for a 20 per cent reduction 
were it not a matter of absolute self-protec- 
tion, He merely is discounting |the effect of 
the low duties which are to go into force dur- 
ing the summer. In every city in the country 
men ate going back to work at lower wages. 
They hate to accept them, but they have be- 
come convinced that they can do no better 
and that their employers do not offer more 
because they cannot give more.. These em- 
ployés are learning that the employers can- 
not give more because of the general convic- 
tion that the Wilson bill will puss, and that is 
the reason why the workingmen are pouring 
in petitions begging Congress not to pass that 
bill, But to wait and give them a chance to 
express their deliberate conclusions concern- 
ing the tariff question at ne polis next 
Novem ber, 


Tue New Orleans Picayune says the pre- 
ponderance of opinion in the cotton trade 
South is that the crop of last year was from 
seven to seven anda quarter tnillion bales. 
There are now few people who are inclined to 
favor the smaller crop estimates that were 
made by some of the trade papers, and equal- 
ly the large crop estimates have lost favor, 
thovgh the movement of cotton to market 
teads to support the latter. The 56,419,652 
bales brought into sight up to the close of 
December were 629,000 more than the move- 
ment of the corresponding time in 1892. 
Some have claimed that this larze excess was 
due to exceptional weather for marketing and 
to financial pressure making it necessary for 
growers to realize, They have contended that 
stocks in the country have been depleted 
largely and are far short of those a year ago, 
hence that the itovement for the rest of _ 


season will show a big falling © oe ad cowopited 


with last year. On the other hand, the large- 
crop people have argued that the excess in 
the movement up to the close of December 
warrants the belief that the movement for the 
rest of the season will prove. proportionately 
larger than that after the beginning of Janu- 
ary last year. Botween these two extremes a 
middle estimate seems most likely to be cor- 
rect, and it is accepted by the trade, as shown 
in the fact that the course of prices has been 
firmer, though the conditions of general busi-

Tue Secretary of the Treasury is cake as 
saying toa newspaper correspondent that he 
will issue bonds about Feb, 1 and that prob- 
abty they will be 5 per cent bonds, but he will 
not sell them for a less premium than enough 
to reduce the rate of interest to 3 per cent per 
annum for the whole term, which will put 
their price up to at least 117. It is believed 
he will issue just envugh to bring the gold re- 
serve up to 100 millions, and moreif neces- 
sary to keep it there. At 117 that would 
make an issue of fully 30 millions to begin 
with, the reserve being down to about 70 mill- 
ions now, with the prospect.of a further re- 
duction before the first bonds can_ be issued. 
If Seeretary Carlisle is correct in his impres- 
sion in regard to selling at a premium the 
country will not be much of a loser by the ad- 
mitted unwillinghess of Congress to author- 
ize the issue of 3 per cents asked for by him, 
but the people will not have the opportunity 
to subscribe in small amounts, and the ad- 
ministration has no special authority to use 
the money thus obtained for any other pur- 
pose than the restoring and maintaining of 
the gold reserve. Presumably, however, the 
government will draw.on the reserve for the 
payment of current bills, as it has done for 
some months past, and then fill up the re- 
serve by another bond sale, The pro2ess may 
seem to be a roundabout one, but there is no 
other way to meet the difficulty caused by the 
unwillingness of a large number of Congress- 
mep to take any measures which do not in- 
clude the using of more silver at a rating of 
twice its actual value, 


Aut the Pittsburg manufactyring potters 
have adopted the idea of the owner of a Tren- 
ton establishment and offered their men the 
highest English wages plus whatever protec- 
tion may be given by the Wilson bill when 
passed. The manufacturers say they will re- 
tain none of the protection for themselvés, 
even though interest, insurance, ard other 
charges may be higher here than in England. 
Yet the men say they will not accept the offer. 
During the last Presidential campaign these 
employés were told by the Democrats that of 
the abundant protection “given by Congress 
little or none went to them, the employers 
gobbling it all to make excessive profits. 
The men seem to have believed that. They 
felt aggrieved because they believed they had 
been robbed of what was meant for them and 
so they voted for Cleveland and “ tariif re- 
form,’’ which reform, as they understood it, 
was to cut down the profits of employers but 
not their own wages. Now they are offered 
all the protection that Congress may give and 
they say they do not want it. Their refusal is 
a matter of little consequence except to them- 
selves. If they refuse to work for the-wages 
offered them the manufacturers will shut up 
shop and the pottery consumed here will be 
imported’from England, Seeing that, and 
noticing that the only choice is between no 
work and low wages, the employés will be 
giad to take — protection is left them,

STATE OF SIEGE AT CARRARA. 


Gen. Hulsch Has charge of the Districte 
Arrests of Prisoners. 
[Copwright, 1894, by the Unitea Preas,)} 

Rome, Jan. 17.—A royal decree, dated 
yesterday, countersigned by all the Ministers, 
has been issued proclaiming a state of siege 
at Carrara and Massa di Carrara, the cities in 
which certain classes of workingmen have 
been acting in a riotous manner for several 
days. Gen. Hulsch has arrived at Massa di 
Carrara to execute the decree. He has been 
invested with plenipotentiary power. The 
day passed without disturbance. Heavy and 
steady rain kept most persons indoors. 
Troops have continued to pursue the bands of 
Anarchists who fled. In one house eighty 
men were arrested this morning. 

A small bomb was found by a detective this 
morning at a club-house door in Pesaro, near 
Urbino. Several precautionary arrests were 
madein Brescia.” In the portfolio of one 
prisoner was found a hundred-lire note bear- 
ing in red ink the words, ‘‘ For the cause of 
anarchism,” 

Prince Baucina, a young millionaire of 
Palermo, who has been associated with con- 
spicuous Socialists there, left yesterday for a 
long tour in Africa after Morra di Lavrions, 
Commander-in-Chief of Sicily, had taiked 
with him. Prince Cuto, 20 years old, left 
Sicily a few hours after an interview. The 
young Prince has been active in the socialistic 
societies in Sicily. 

The police at Catania have seized several 
knives bearing the inscriptions. “Vive De 
Felice’? and ‘ Vive Colajanni.”’ Both De 
Felice and Colajanni, who are Sicilians,.are 
Socialist members of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties. The former is now under arrest at Pa- 
lermo for the part he has taken in the Sicilian 
agitation. 

Extension for the Banca Generale. 

Owing to the continued heavy withdrawals 
of deposits the Banca Generale has applied 
for an extension of time in which to meet its 
obligations. - The troubles of the bank are ex- 
pected to be temporary, since the balance 
sheet, which has been lodged with the author- 
ities, shows that the assets exceeded the liabil- 
ities by $5,000,000. The moratorium, which 
will undoubtedly be given, will affect many 
industries, particularly the Italian iron works 
at Val d’Arno, where many workmen are etn- 
ployed, and the Terni iron works at Terni. 
Several private fortunes will also be affected. 

The decree proclaiming the state of siege in 
Carrara and Massa di Carrara sdid: ** The 
movement, while non-political, is directed 
against society. Its aim is the dissolution of 
the Italian Nation, the injury of property, and 
the destruction of family life.” 

The relation - the Carrara movement to 
that in Itely is only suggested by the language 
of the decree. Gen. Hutsch, Commmander-in- 
Uhief in the distriet, published this evening a 
manifesto in which he said: “I shall watch 
rigorously over the destinies of the hard-work- 
ing populace who have been disturbed by the 
misconduct of a few headstrong and mic- 
guided men.”

day, Jan. 15, to get their salaries for the pre- 
ceding month to find their pay had been re- 
dveed without notification. They were told 
in explanation, they say, that owing to the 
proposed Wilson tariff the directors of the 
trust were considering the advisability of re- 
ducing expenses from Jan. 1, and therefore 
20 pér cent of the salaries due to the office 
forces from that date would be withheld 
pending a meeting of the executive board of 
the trust tomorrow, when the question ofa 
in salaries will be acted 
upon. It was announced, however, that if the 
directors voted temorrow not to make the re- 
duction the sum withheld from employés 
would be paid to them. The office men also 
inferred from: what was told them that the 
wages of the workmen in the factories of the 
thirty companies would also be pared down, 
although they have been paid in full up to 
this time, and paid every wéek, for this class 
of the trust’s dependents gets the benefit of 
the New York law. If this proposal is carried 
out 15,000 men will suffer, There. was in- 
tense indignation among the subordinates 
of the trust that their’ money should 
have been kept back before the di- 
rectors had agreed to make any reduction. 
Whether justly or unjustly, R. P. Rowe, man- 
ager of the Atlantic Branch, is credited with 
being the chief advocate of the proposed cut 
in wages, and the employés are hoping that at 
the meeting tomorrow he will be defeated by 
the other members of the trust. it is gener- 
ally believed that the Chicago, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, and the Philadelphia members 
of the combine will oppose any cut iu the 
wages, and that Mr. Rowe's only aily is the 
Boston Branch, but Mr. Rowe, it is report- 
ed, has great influence with Col. W. P. 
Thompson, President of the National Lead 
company, who, it is feared by the men, will 
be ied to give his approvailto the scheme. 
Col. Thompson today admitted that the ques- 
tion of Jower wages would be the business of 
the directors’ meeting, but he declared that 
the tariff had nothing todo with the matter. 
It was necessary, he said, om account of the 
prevailing dullness in trade and the lack of 
demand to reduce expenses all along the line 
and that the general managers and assistants 
would suffer equally with the subordinates. 


UNDERGROUND HOPES REVIVED. 


Wilsen’s Pians Seem Practicable and He 
Has Capital, 

New Yors, Jan. 17.—|Special.|—The story 
published today giving information of Baker 
R. T. Wilson’s intentions regarding under- 
ground rapid transit caused a great deal of 
talk in down-town circles and paved the way 
for the very important meeting of the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners which will be held to- 
morrow afternoon, when the scheme to secure 
the city’s credit will be broached. The friends 
of underground transit took heart from the 
story. Mr. Wilson’s ability to furnish his 
share of the capital necessary to build an un- 
derground system is not doubted by persons 
familiar with his business concerns. It re- 
mains, then, only to secure permission for the 
city to loan its credit for $30,000,000 of the 
total, $45,000,000, estimated as necessary to 
construct the road, and Mr.. Wilson’s\plan of 
gettmg around the constitutional objection to 
this is by securing the passage of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution through action at 
this year’s convention. The whole thing 
hinges on the success of this new venture. If 
they could see their way clear several of the 
Commissioners would adopt plans, they have 
said, foran underground road, and it was 
their belief that private capital enough to 
build one could not be secured that turned 
their attention recently to the “L”’ system. 
In company with the gentlemen who are in- 
terested in the scheme Mr. Wilson was en- 
gegod today in drawing up the papers that 


-will be presented to the committee. Mr. Wil- 


son himself said: ‘‘I can see no possible ob- 
jection to the plan I propose. My study has 
convinced me that the only real solution of 
the rapid transit question is in the urtler- 
ground road. We can build it quicker than 
the elevated structure that is now under con- 
sideration, and there will be no objeetions to 
its operation, such as are now used against 
the elevated road. The scheme is perfectly 
safe on the city’s part. It cannot lose a dol- 
iar of the money it invests until we 
shall have lost our entire one-third, 
and it will be secured by a first 
mortgage upon the road, At the rate at 
which it would probably place the loan the in- 
terest charges would reach only $900,000 a 
year, a very small part of the present net in- 
come of the Manhattan company, which is 
four or five times as great as that. i shall 
make no contest for this plan. I shall simply 
propose it to the committee and suggest that 
they take steps to place it before. the consti- 
tutional convention. If the citizens of New 
York want an underground road they wiil 
vote for it; if not, they could no longer with 
good grace object to the elevated lines.”’

Capsized While Going tothe Rescue of an 


American Schooner.

Jan, 4, which arrived this morning, lost her 
chief officer, J. Meyer, and five men by the 
capsizing of her port lifeboat while proceed- 
ing to the assistance of the crew of the Ameri- 
cau fishing boat Maggie E. Well, whith was 
in a sinking condition.

‘Jan, 14, in lat, 48°°21', long, 568° 18", at 
Ll a.m., during a sftong northwest breeze 
and moderate high sea, we. perceived a fishing 
schooner south of us showing the American 
flag, Union down, at half.-mast, We made 
for the schooner and saw that the sea was 
washing constantly over it, and that only by 
hard pumping the ship was kept afloat. The 
crew of fourteen signaled us by gestures that 
the vessel was in a sinking condition 
and that they were anxious to leave it, show- 
ing at the same time by throwing overboard 
pieces of their boats that they Had been 
wrecked. Fecalled my erew on deck and told 
then the position in which the schoottier was. 
Immediately the first officer and six of our 
crew offered themselves to man 4 boat and to 
go to their rescue. At about noon boat No. 
4 left our steamer and everything went all 
right until in the vicinity of the wreck, when 
a sudden snow squall capsized boat, 
with the fatal result that three of the crew 
disappeared immediately and the remaini 
four succeeded in taking hold of the capsiz 
boat. I went at oneeto their assistance and 
succeeded in getting the capsizéd boat along- 
side, but it appeared that remaining four 
were thoroughly exhausted by the cold 
and in consequence not able to take 
hold of the life-saving apbaratus, which 
was given tothem, and were drowned, with 
the exception of one sailor, who by his éxtraor- 
dinary presence of mind and calm behavior 
got hold of a rope and was taken on board. 
Another crew presented themselves to man a 
second boat, but owmg to the increasing wind 
and sea I objected, and conoluded to wait for 
a better and a calmer sea. We kept in the vi- 
cinity of the wreck until 6 o’clock, when 
in a heavy snow — we lost sight of it, and 
although we searched two hours we were not 
able to find any trace of the wreck and pro- 
ceeded.’’ The ill-fated schooner is wndoubt- 
edly the Maggie E. Wells of the Gloucester 
fishing fleet. It is eighty-five tons register 
and was built in 1890 at Essex, Mases., and is 
owned at Gloucester, Mass,

Advertiser (Rep.): Taking advantage of the 
Republican resumption act of Jan. 14, 1875, 
retary Carlisie has issued his circular invit- 
ing proposals for a new issue of bonds of the cov- 
ernment amounting to $50,000,000. With che 
Democracy in full control it is bonds and an in- 
creased national debt or no bread. 

Morning Journal (Dem.): Bankers and busi- 
neéss-men here agree that Secretary Carlisle is do- 
ing the right thing. The issueof fifty millions of 
bonds will help immensely to restore publie con- 
fidence, and will set the wheels of business in 
motion again. 

Tribune (Rep.): Thirty-three years ago thie 
Democratic party went out of power borrowing 
money to meet a Treasury deficit created by its 
Ancompetence.

OOST OF STREET OLEANING IN THE 
NINETEENTH WARD. 


The Committee Desires to Extend the Work 
by the Same Pian into Other Wards= 
Expense Is Small and Sanitary Benefits 
Great — Contributions from Various 
Sources to the Central Relief Associa- 
tionSome Organizations to Make Reg~- 
ular Donations=Relief Concert and Ball, 


The Executive committee of the Centra) Re- 
fief Association submitted the following de- 
tailed report of work done, number of men 
employed, and cost of street cleaning per 
mile under their plan in the Nineteenth Ward. 
The committee wishes it understood that the 
amount paid the men who have worked on the 
streets is not to be taken as tending to fixa 
scale of wages for this kind of work. Neither 
is it a charity movement, but rather a method 
of relief in exchange for work. The work in 
the Nineteenth Ward was begun at noon Jan. 
8, and the report is from that date to Jan, 12, 
inclusive, as follows:

The total sum divided by the total street 
mileage of the ward shows an average cost of 
$59.66 per mile for the first cleaning. In 
mer connection a member of the committee 
said: 

I would like to call the attention of our busi- 
ness-men to this street work as a means of effec- 
tive relief in times like the present, and also the 
sanitary benefits. Itis desired now to carry this 
work into-the Seventh and Eighth Wards at once, 
and the committee desires to make ap appeal to 
the business-men of these watds to extend a help- 
ing hand. A small sum weekly from each of the 
retailers on the business streets will enable us to 
continue the work, thus giving relief to many 
needy families in these wards beside improving 
the sanitary condition of that portion of the city. 
The money thus contributed will be paid out to 
residents of these wards, who: in turn will spend 
it with the local merchants and landowners. 

The Chi¢ago Relief and Aid Society has at 
the request of the Central Relief Association 
put a man into the relief office of the latter at 
No, . 228 West Taylor street and- County 
Agent Harpel Will be asked to establish a 
branch at the same place. If this latter is 
done it will go far towards preventing a re- 
currence of ono aga as are now seen daily 
at the agent’s office on South Clinton street. 
Applicants for work in the Nineteenth Ward 
should apply at No. 317 West Polk street, 
while those desiring relief other than work

In doing nine days’ work in the Nineteenth 
Ward, during which time 227-10 miles of 
streets were cleaned, 228 men were employed. 
In nationalities they areas follows: Italian, 
126; Irish, 88; Russian. 29; German, 15; 
American, 10; Polish, 7; Hungarian, 3. 
During the same time there have been 315 
applicants for work; of these 103 have been 
disapproved, 73 have been found worthy, the 
remainder are being visited. Itis proposed 
now to work the men only on alternate days 
of ten hours each instead of as heretofore in 
double shifts of five hours each. This is 
thought to be the better plan, as it will en- 
able the men to possibly pick up odd jobs or

Officers Reticent as to the Exact Figures 
and Stockholders Given No Satisfaction 
-No Apparent Uneasiness ©n Account 
of the Expiration of the Receiver Patent 
Gross Earnings as Indicated by Pay- 
ments to the City=New Telegraph 
Printing Company to Enter the Field. 


The stockholders of the Chicago Telephone 
company wen! through the form of holding 
an ancual meeting in the usual way yester- 
day. Only a few oi the larger .holders were 
present. Judge Otis was,as usual,chosen Chair- 
man, and the usual cominictee, consisting ot 
Messrs. Webb, Fuller, and Wetmore, was ap- 
pointed to examine proxies, It reported proxies 
for 25,340 shares. Then the old Board of Di- 
rectors, Couwsisting of John De Koven, John 
B Drake, Arthur G. Fuller, John E. Hudson, 
J. Russell Jones, Robert T. Lincoln, C. E. 


Perkins, Henry B Stone, and Norman Will- 


iams, was reélected, 32,510 shares voting out 
of the total of 32,802. 

Then there was a motioa to adjourn, and 
the annual meeting of the company would 
have come to an end fifteen days before the 
expiration of its most important patent with- 
out the stockholders being given one word of 
information regarding the company’s status 
had there not been an objecting stockholder 
present. He was not a large stockholder, but 
he wanted some intimation at least of how 
much the company had earned. President 
Stone said that the company considered at 
better policy to make no statement regarding 
its affairs at its meetings. Then the stock- 
holder wanted to know what the situation of 
the company is in regard to the expirmg 
patent. He said he understood its most im- 
portant patent was soon to expire and he 
would like to know if that opened a field of 
com petition to other companies. 


No Uneasiness on Account of Patent. 


“ This question as to patents is a broad 
one,”’ said Mr. Stone, “and I hardly feel 
competent to discuss it fully. I think there 
is considerable misapprehension in regard to 
the matter by many of our stockholders. It 
is true that the patent on the hand receiver 
expires Jan. 30. A great many people seem 
to misunderstand just what our business is. 
We are not dealing in telephones; we are not 
selling telephones; we are selling service, 
-Kurnishing the telephone instrument alone is 
but asmall part of our business, and each 
year it has become a smaller and smalier 
part, I have no desire to go into the business 
of prophecy and do not care to express any 
epinion regarding the possiblity of competi- 
tion. That is something our stockholaers had 
better do for themselves. They are business- 
men and know that all busimess has its 
chances,” 

After the meeting President Stone said: 
* Our earnings have varied but little from last 
year. They are just a shade more, but not 
enough to make any practical difference. We 
lost money on the World’s Fair business, but 
we considered our World’s Fair business sim- 
ply as part of our exhibit.”’ 

J. Russell Jones, who is one of the heaviest 
stock holders in the company,when asked what 
che earnings were, said: **We just earned 
our dividend of 12 per cent. There is practi- 
cally no surpius.”’ 

The company pays to the city 3 per cent of 
its gross earnings, -paying semi-annually. 
These payments, of course, indicate just 
what the earnings are for the year. The pay- 
ment last July was $16,642. The payment 
for the last six months of 1893 has not yet 
been made, so itis impossible to say what 
the earnings are. The payment made to the 
Controller last January, coveri the period 
ending Dec. 31, 1892, was $15,745, which, 
compared with the payment of $16,642 in 
July, shows that the groas earnings for the 
first six months of 1893 showed an increase 
of $29,900, as compared with the gross earn- 
ings for the last six months of 1892.

TICKER TO REPLACE TELEPHONE, 


Project of a Company with a Telegraph 
Printing Device, 

The United States Printing Telegraph com- 
pany, its promoters say, will join with the 
various new telephone companies in the 
scramble for business which will be made at 
the expiration of the Bell patent on the re- 
ceiver Jan. 30. This company proposes to 
substitute a printing telegraph device, which, 
like the devices of most of the companies or- 
ganized to enter the field, is claimed to pos- 
sess points of special merit, The headcuar- 
ters of the concern are in an Adams street 
building, where the chief business at present 
is the selling of territorial rights. The in- 
strument is a neat, compact. type- 
writer and register—an improved “ticker.” 
A person who wishes to communicate with 
another makes an automatic connection and 
proceeds to spell the message out on the type- 
writer. The register at the other end records 
it on a tape. Each instrument is always ready 
to receive messages and Do agg | is required 
in the office of the subscriber. The register, 
it is claimed, can be worked as fast as a type- 
writer. A test had been made on a ‘wire 
bet ween Chicago and Philadelphia. 
The company claims to have secured the right 
to use over 100 miles of wire in the city lim- 
its. The establishment of « local exchange, 
it was said, had been delayed because there 
were important patents relating to the orig- 
inal mechanism pending in the Patent Office. 
Meantime, it was said, many instruments 
were being manufactured. Inquiry as to the 
people interested in the new competitor 
elicited the reply that its financial support 
was strong, but no names were given.

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PRODUCTION oF GOLD AND SILVER, 


In 1893 It Was $5,000,000 More than the 
Estimate Made in November, 

In one respect the year 1893 will bear dis- 
tinction, if the estimates of expert statisticians 
prove correct, A dispatch ,from Washington 
to the New York Journal of Commerce says 
the production of gold throughout the world 
for the calendar year of 1893 will amount to 
$150,000 ,000, according to the Treasury offi- 
cials. This is $5,000,000 more than the es- 
timate made in November, and very nearly 
equal to the largest production for any single 
year in the history of the worid. The corre- 


spondent adds: 

The great increase is in the Witwatersrand t re- 
gion of South Africa, which has advanced by 
leaps and bounds from a production « of less than 
$15,000,000 in 1891 to $20,000,000 in 1892 and 
$31,000,000 in 1898. Mr. Preston, the acting 
director of the mint, has requested a special re- 
port through our consular representatives in Af- 
rica on this remarkable output. The United 
States will show an increase of soars $2,000,000, 
according to the best figures which have been re- 
ceived, advancing the product for the year from 
#33,000,000 to 835,000,000. Several of the large 
States have not been heard from-as to the exact 
details of production, but the deposits at the re- 
fineries have been much greater than last year 
and justify the estimate of an increased produc- 
tion. Colorado reports an increase of 90,000 
ounces, or about $1,000,000; Montana shows a4 
gain of 11,000 ounces, or $220, v00; and Arizona 
shows a gain of $60,000 and New Mexico. of 
#50,000. These gains aré practically offset by 
the loss of 19,000 ounces, or about $380,000, in 
Nevada, but will be increased by the returns 
from California. Oregon, and Washington, which 
have not yet come in. 

The largest gold production of the century 
was from 1850 to 1870, when the world’s 
yearly output sometimes ranged from $150,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000. After 1870 
there was a marked falling off, and in 1874 
the total was $90,750,000. The official

Silver production has also increased, the 
wor)d’s output of the white metal having been 
$82,120,000 in 1873 and $133,054,000 in 
1892, Of the world’s production of both 
gold and silver the United States has borne 
its full proportion. In 1873 this country 
produced $36,000,000 in gold and $35,750,- 
OOO in silver. In 1898 the output was $33.- 
000;000 in gold and $74,889,900 in silver. 
The largest amountin gold in any one year 
since 1849 was $65,000,000, in 1853. The 
a amount of silver was $75,416,565, in 

891. 

‘Lhe fluctuations in: gold and ‘silver produc- 
tion furnish an interesting subject of observa- 
tion to the student of monetary science, and 
are not likely todisturb the conclusion that the 
soundest currency is that resting upon a gold 
tsandard. 


THE MASSED SOLDIERS OF THE CZAR, 


Their Disposition on the German Frontier 
Does Not Mean Peace. 

Gen, Sir Archibald Allison’s article in the 
December number of Blackwood is not ex- 
actly cheerful reading fur those who appreci- 
ate the blessings of peace. Sir Archibald 
draws attention to the fact that while France 
has been increasing her army more rapidly 
than Germany, she has now about come to 
the end of her tether; while Germany, 
though she has been moving at a slower pace, 
is able to continue her present rate of 
progress for many years to come, 

We are,in the opinion of this authority, 
slowly but surely progressing towards a ‘** war 
of giants,”’ That the struggle will find Rus- 
sia and France on the one side, and Germany, 
Austria, and Italy on the other, is, he consia- 
ers. evident from the present localization of 
the various forces, Referring to the Russian 
army. Sir Archibald finds that out of a total 
force of nearly 1,000,000 784,000 men are 
massed on the German frontier and in the 
reserve hehind it: while Odessa and the Cri- 
mea are held and Constantinople watched by 
only 80.000; and the Caucasus occupied and 
the Turkish frontier in Asia Minor observed 
by 50,000; while in the whole of Transcaspia, 
along the Afghan and Chinese frontiers, there 
are only 51,000; and on and about the Sea of 
Japan some 12.000. 

From a general survey of the disposition of 
Russia’s forces, Sir Archibald Allison comes 
to the conclusion—first, that she is straining 
every nerve to mass men on her Polish front- 
ier,.so as to be able,in conjunction with 
France, to crush Germany, even though 
aided by flanking Austria and distant Italy; 
next, that until this contest is over, Russia 
has determined to give up designs on Con- 
stantinople; and, -ggonsn: that she has no 
predent intention of making any move upon 
Afghanistan or India. 

Further than this, Sir Archibald regards it 
as certain that Russia never really intended 
to undertake such a distant and difficult en- 
terprice as that of moving a force syfficient 
to seize our Indian Empire through the in- 
hospitable and hostile country of Afghan- 
istan. What she will probably do,in his 
opinion, before making her great move is to 
endeavor to induce us to believe that she is 
really about toinvade India, so as to chain 
our large European force there to that 
country. 

When the German system attains its full de- 
velopment Sir Archibald estimates that her 
available trained force for war will reach the 
enormous number of 4.300,000 men. At 
present he reckons that the dual alliance 
(France and Russia) has in peace 362.000 
men under arms more than the triple alliance 
(Germany, Austria, dnd Italy), but chat the 
latter has in war the superiority by 503,00v. 


CARES FOR 1,835 PATIENTS IN A YEAR, 


Forty-third Annual Report of Mercy Hos- 
pital Is Made Public. 

The Forty-third annual report of Mercy 
Hospital just issued shows that 1,746 patients 
were admitted during the year, which, with 
the eighty-nine in the hospital Jan. 1, 1893, 
made a total of 1,835 patients cared for dur- 
ing the year. Of these 1,108 were males and 
727 females. One hundred and eighty-three 
died in the hospital. Of those eighty died 
within twenty-four hours after adtnission, 
twelve within forty-eight hours, and eight 
more within seventy-two hours. One thou- 
sand one hundred and one were discharged 
cured, 294 improved, and 257 unimproved. 
The nationality of the patients was as follows: 
American, 839; Lrish, 569; German, 168; 
Scandinavian, 58; Canadian, 56; English, 
4.2 ; Italian, 41; Bohemian, 15; Polish, 13; 
French, 12 : Greek, 9; Russian, 5; Turks, 4 
Japanese, 8; Esquimaux, 1. The cash re- 
ceipts from patients were $61,175; gifts, 
$600; Martin Ryerson fund, $1,650; the 
running expenses were $49, 141; interest, 
$858 ; building account, $116,171.

WENTWORTH AVENUE IMPROVEMEN? | fv 
CONTRAOT WORK TO PROOEED. 


Supreme Court Decision Upon a Technical- 
ity Involving Only Assessments Passed 
Upon by Judge Brown Instead of 
Judge Scales = Special Cases to Be 
Rushed During February=Democratic 
County Board for 1893 Leaves a $63,685 
Deficit-Report of the Drainage Board. 

* Though the Supreme Court decision in the 
Wentworth avenue: special assessment case 
seriously affects the County Court and will 
embarrass the city considerably, the Went- 
worth avenue improvement will proceed ac- 
cording to contract,. The aasessments not ob- 
jected to were confirmed ‘by Judge Scales. 
The assessments objected to were passed 
upon by Judge Brown. These have been 
thrown out on the ground+that Judge Brown 
had no jurisdiction, Judge Seales holding 
court at the same tire, This was set forth 
in the pleadings and supported by affidavits, 
and the objection was held good by the Su- 
preme Court. The decision affects $143,000 
of the assessment. The cases will be redock- 
eted immediately and tried before Judge 
Seales, who no doubt will confirm the assess- 
ment. The higher court did not question the 
justice of the assessment, The decision was 
on the technical point named. So the im- 
provement will go on. There is plenty of 
money to pay fur it. The case of the object- 
ors is remanded back for another trial, and 
does not affect the work for which contracts 
have been let. 

The great question raised is in regard to the 
trial of future special assessment cases. 
Mayor Hopkins announced some time ago it 
would be his policy to get as many special 
assessments confirmed as possible at the Feb- 
ruary term ef court, so contracts for public 
improvements might be entered into and as 
much work as possible be given to the unem- 
ployed. The Special Assessment Department 
was notified to prepare just ag many cases as 
it could for the February term of court. Supt. 
Sheahan has been working his men night and 
day for the last two weeks, and he intended 
working them at the same pressure for the 
next six weeks. Under the law special 
assessments not confirmed before March 
1 cannot go into collection before 
next year. Hence the necessity for 
haste. Now the city officials learn that 
but one Judge can hear these cases. 
Under no circumstances can as many cases 
be settled as was hoped would be handled, 
and therefore there will be just that much 
less work done this summer. Should any 
cases drag, as did the Wentworth avenue case, 
it would be possible that but two or three 
special assessmente would be confirmed be- 
fore March 1, Of course, this is the darkest 
side of the case, but it is not an impossible 
one. 

Judge Scales was interviewed on the sub. 
ject yesterday by Mayor Hopkins, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Rubens, and Special Assessment 
Attorney Robinson. The Mayor explained 
his anxiety to get ag many assessments as 
possible confirmed. The Corporation Coun- 
sel added that under the circumstances the 
city would not dare bring cases before any 
Judge other than Judge Scales, and every 
possible manner of pressure was brought to 
bear on the Judge. He finally consented to 
do all in his power to help out the administra- 
tion and agreed to devoteeach day between 9 
a.m.and 5p. m.to the hearing of special 
assessment cases. In this way a great many 
cases will be disposed of, but not as many as 
the city had hoped. 

Mr. Rubens said: “ There is work enough 
for three Judges, and Judge Seales can do 
but a small part of what we desired to be 
done. It has been suggested to Mr. Robin- 
son and me that we take cases in which we 
expect no objection before other Judges. 
That, I think, we would not daredo. Attor- 
neys always are looking for technicalities by 
which to put off payment of assessments by 
their clients, and to take a case before any 
one but Judge Seales would be to alluw thern 
to take advantage of that very technicality.” 

Contractor Wilson, who has the building of 
the greater part of the Wentworth avenue 
sewer, said he did not know whether he would 
take up the work or not. Ex-Corporation 
Counsel! Miller is his attorney and Mr. Wilson 
says he will make no move toward beginning 
the work until he knows just where he stands. 
It is possibile, therefore, though not consid- 
ered probable, that it will be necessary to re- 
advertise for bids for this work, 

Supt. Sheahan of the special assessment 
bureau says there are now 200 special assess- 
ment cases pending and that he will have 300 
others ready for the February term of court. 

It was feared for a time yesterday that 
other important cases might have been tried 
by some one other than Judge Scales, and 
that the same objection as was raised in the 
case at issue would apply to them. In all 
other cases the records show that Judge 
Brown or Judge Donnelly satin the absence 
of Judge Svales. Another Judge has the 
right to sit in the absence of the regular 
Judge and the record is therefore perfect. In 
the Wentworth avenue case the record shows 
that Judge Scales was holding courtin a neigh- 
ing room. 

Judge Seales says he thinks a rehearing 
would result in a different decision in the 
Wentworth avenue case, The only hope for 
the relief of the County Court is an amend- 
ment of the law allowing the Judge to cail in 
additional Judges when he deems it neces- 
sary 
Yates Prendergast said: ** I think, notwith- 
standing the decision of the Supreme Court, 
some way will be found by Judge Scales to 
enable the practice which has heretofore pre- 
vailed to be adhered to. Of course this can- 
not be done without the substantial concur- 
rence of the bar, and this concurrence, no 
doubt, will be accorded cheerfully. The pub- 
lic importance of the question involved should 
be emphasized so the Supreme Court will 
not fail to see that these matters involve 
something more than a mere technicality.”’ 

Attorney John H. Hamline, Chairman of 
the Committee of Lawyers representing the 
appellants in the Wentworth avenue suit, 
said: ‘* This decision undoubtedly will make 
trouble in the handling of County Court busi- 
ness. Long delays will be caused in the 
bringing of matters to trial, although if coun- 
sel on both sides of a suit agree there is noth- 
ing to prevent a Judge of an adjoining county 
sitting as heretofore, If no objection is in- 
terposed the record will show that the regular 
County Judge sat in the proceedings. Emer-

FINANCES OF THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 


Chief Clerk Judge Submits His Annual 
Report—Agnew & Co,’s Contracts. 

After a short meeting yesterday the Drain- 
age Board adjourned to meet again today at 
3 o’ciock, at which time it is understood that 
some disposition will be made of the con- 
tracts held by Agnew &Co. It was suggested 
that of the five sections for which they have 
contracts they will retain two sections and that 
one section each will be assigned to Mason, 
Hoge & Co., the Qualey Construction cem- 
pany, and Halverson & Co. of St. Paui. Chief 
Clerk Judge submitted his annual report yes- 
terday. During 18938 $2,097,816 was spent 
for actual construction.

$1,293.687. The total amount disbursgd in 
1893 was $3,888,427. Since the date of its 
organization the total receipts of the Sanitary 
District have been $5,381,857 and the 
disbursements for the corresponding period 
$5,186,504, leaving a balance on hand at the 
end of last year of $195,352. During the 
year $100,000 was paid in interest on bonds, 
and a like amount was expended in taking up 
the first one-twentieth of the bonded indebt- 
edness maturing. Mr. Eckhart reported 
that the right of way case at Kedzie avenue 
had been settled by the purchase from Thomas 
Tully of nine acres of land for $22,246.

CONCERNING PROPOSALS OF MARRIAGE, 


Trying to Explain Why Men Make Them 
and Don’t Make Them, , 

San Francisco Argonaut; Are proposals 
premeditated or not? Do men make up their 
minds to marry, or do they drift into mar- 
riage, so to speak? Does propinquity or 
opportunity bring about a greater number of 
proposals than does actual intention? This is 
a problem that greatly perplexes mothers 
with marriageable daughters, and they are at 
a loss to understand why it is that their 
daughters’ admirers do not develop into 
suitors.. The girls are pretty well dressed, 
and of ages ranging from 18 to 28, and they 
experierice no lack of attention from the men 
of their different sets, men who ride, dance, 
and play tennis with them, and with ‘whom 
they are on the best of terms. 

Mothers, looking back to their own girl- 
hood, are dismayed at the difference between 
the past and the present, and each matron 
remembers that she was wooed and won with- 
in, say, a few weeks of a first meeting, where- 
as her daughters are still unsought after 
months of constant companionship. Is it that 
in former days men were impulsive as well as 
impressionable, and that in these days they 
are impressionablé but not impulsive?

Differentials on Puget Sound Business 
Bring About the Settlement=—Transcon- 
tinental Matters Are Not Settled En- 
tirely~Chariton’s Letter on Failures to 
Keep the Agreement=Resignation of 
Northern Pacific DirectorseRuling on 

_ Checking of Baggage. 

As far as the lines between St. Paul and the 
North Pacific coast points are concerned 
there will be no further trouble regarding 
transcontinental passenger rates, The traffic 
managers and General Passenger Agents of 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific, and 
Canadian Pacific roads at their conference at 
the Great Northern Hotel yesterday agreed 
upon rates and divisions betweeh them on Ca- 
nadian Pacific freight and passenger business 
going over the lines of the Great Northern 
from New Whatcomb to Puget Sound points. 
In consequence of this arrangement the Ca- 
nadian Pacific makes no demand for differ- 
entials on passenger rates to Puget Sound 
points or Portland, but will charge the same 
rates as are made by the other lines between 
St. Paul and North Pacific coast points. 

The question of differential rates from Vic- 
toria to San Francisco by thé ocean route still 
remains to be setiled. The Canadian Pacific 
is willng to accept on this business a differ. 
ential of $7.50 first class and $5 second class. 
The Soughern Pacific and the Santa Fé de- 
cline to grant this, and the latter claims that 
it would be entitled to the same différentials 
from San Diego to San Francisco as the 
Canadian Pacific demands from Victoria to 
San Francisco, While thearrangement made 
averts a serious war, there are many obstacles 
in the way of a settlement of all transconti- 
nental passenger matters. The Union Pacific 


still maintains a hostile attitude, and some of 


the Western Passenger Association lines feel 
inclined to make trouble if their demands are 
not granted. 

General Passenger Agent Charlton of thé 
Alton submitted a communication to Chair- 
man Caldwell regarding the transcontinental 
rate question, in which he says: 

I have it upon reliable authority that the lines 
east and south of us are ignoring the rates in ef- 
fect from Chicago and St. Louis and are naring 
on St. Paul in connection with the rates tende 
there from by the Soo-Pacifie line. It may be 
that from New England and territory tributary 
to the Canadian Pacific the lines are justified in 
using the Soo-Pacific differential, but from ter- 
ritory not alfec by Canadian Pacific competi- 
tion there can beffo excuse for it, except a desire 
to demoralize the ‘situation and discriminate 
age inet the Missouri River lines. So far as the 
Chicago and Aiton is concerned we cannot afford 
to quietly look on much longer, but shall in self- 
protection take some steps which will afford us 
relief against uneven competition, made possible 
by independent action of the Soo- Pacific ine. 

Mr. Chariton suggests that a circular be 
issued to connecting lines discountenancing 
this action in using the rates tendered by the 
Soo-Paeific line and requesting that the same 
rates be applied via ail lines and routes 
through each gateway of the Western Passen- 
ger Association. especially emphasizing the 
necessity of applying the same rates via the 
Soo- Pacific line to North Pacific coast points 
which apply via other lines from St, Paul. As 
the situation now stands Mr. Chariton says 
the Alton is entirely 6ut of North Pacitic 
coast business, , 


NORTHERN PACIFIC DIRECTORS OUT. 


They Do Not Approve of Strictares on the 
Previous Board, 

New York, Jan. 17.—William L. Bull, ex- 
President of the New York Stock Exchange, 
and Charles T. Barney have sent in their res- 
ignations as directors of the Northern Pacific 
railroad. The reason they assign for such ac- 
tion is that they are satisfied that they can be 
of no further service to the company. There 
is a widespread belief in Wall street, how- 
ever, that Messrs. Bull and Barney are not in 
hearty sympathy with President #%rayton 
S. Ives in his legal fight against the 
former management. Both of the gen- 
tlemen who now desire to. retire from 
the directory were members of the board 
whose actions and rec are indirectly as- 
sailed by the suit brought for the removal of 


the receivers. The reports of Dr. Barth and 
Mr. Siemens, the ° representatives of the 
Deutsche Bank in Berlin, who came to this 


country last summer and made an investiga- 
tion of the Northern Pacific railroad, have 
been published abroad, Dr. Barth points out 
that branch lines require a reconstruction 
sof the rails and that it is necessary, or at least 
highly desirable, to build two branch 
lines. In his opinion the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad company may certainly be 
reconstructed within a few years by means of 
economical management. Mr. Siemens points 
out that the seat of the management of the 
ny in New York is too far from the rail- 


com 
way line. The exact amount of the compan y’s 
indebtedness is not yet ascertained. e cer- 


titicates to be issued by the receivers are due 
after five months, and it will be necessary to 
prolong them. The report Winds up With the 
statement that a plan of reconstruction can- 
not be drawn up before spring. Any partition 
of the system would bring danger to the safety 
of the debt, even to the first holders. Mr.

How Baggage Shall Be Checked, 


Six weeks ago the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion roads put in effect a new rule providing that 
baggage shall be checked to destination only of 
second or first class continuous passage tickets, 
whether they be of the regular or exchange order 
form. and that baggage should not be rechecked 
on second-class or on first-class continuous pas- 
sage tickets. Since then Chairman Caldwell has 
been requested to make a ruling as to the mean- 
ing of the term “continous passage tickets.’’
